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1, Prior to June 1951, the VP artillery school in Cloewen was located in the 
former RAD (Reich Labor Service) and PY camp. It was organized into a head~ - 
quarters and six cormanies and totaled about 800 police. The school trained 
prospective VP artillery officers to f111 positions of at least battery 
commanders and emphasized theoretical instruction on ballistics, stressing 
the functions of an observation post and a computing section.
